Officials cite ‘due process of 
law,’but say there’s 
no court date

Town officials this week said 
they can’t comment on health and 
fire code violations at the Aga¬ 
wam Motor Lodge, but also said 
the town hasn’t taken any formal 
legal action against the Suffield 
Street motel. 

“Right now, we cannot com¬ 
ment on the situation,” said Pat¬ 
rick Tooney, the town’s assistant 
solicitor, on Tuesday. “We are fol¬ 
lowing through with the process 
required by law. However, there is 
not a pending court date.” 

The motel, which is still open, 
was cited by health and fire in¬ 
spectors during a June 10 visit for 
violations such as soiled carpets, 
non-functioning smoke detectors 
in many of the rooms, a cockroach 
infestation, and numerous pieces 
of furniture soiled. There was also 
a report of bedbugs from Spring- 
field residents who stayed there. 

The city gave the owner of 
the building, Chulho Yoo, about 
a month to remedy the viola¬ 
tions before another inspection 
would be performed. Yoo did not 
respond to a phone call seeking 
comment this week. 

According to city records filed 
with the solicitor’s office, a follow¬ 
up fire inspection was conducted 
June 25. That inspection found 
that the motel still needed to im¬ 
prove its fire alarm system and 
clear debris from stairwells. 

All other issues, including the 
smoke detectors, had been ad¬ 
dressed. Fire Inspector Jacob Du- 
shane conducted that inspection. 
Deputy Chief B.J. Calvi had con¬ 
ducted the first inspection. 

The second report stated that 
the fire alarm inspection should 
be made within two weeks, but 
this week the town’s Law Depart¬ 
ment said they have no follow-up 
report on file. 

The town’s health inspector, 
Randall White, conducted a fol¬ 
low-up inspection as scheduled 
on July 6, but said he did not file a 
formal report from that visit 

White’s first inspection, on 
June 10, yielded numerous defi¬ 
ciencies through the state sani¬ 
tary code. He said carpeting must 
be replaced in all but one room.

‘Awesome’ 
camp combines 
academics and fun

N early 30 Agawam el¬ 
ementary students got 
the opportunity to build, 
invent, and explore a variety of 
science and engineering activi¬ 
ties during a summer “camp” at 
Robinson Park School. 


Each day during the two 
five-day sessions at the school, 
students “discovered” new sci¬ 
ence adventures: constructing 
bird nests, launching rockets, 
building soap-powered boats, 
conducting a geometry scaven¬ 
ger hunt, taking nature hikes, 
measuring the pH of soil and 
the diameter of tree trunks, and 
making motion puppets. 

Noah Carra, who will be a 
fourth grader this fall, wants to 
be an engineer when he grows 
up. He learned a valuable sci¬ 
ence lesson that will help him as 


an engineer. 

“I like constructing things 
and I learned that things need to 
be balanced to make a building 
stand up,” said the 10-year-old. 

“This is academics with fun. 
It’s like summer camp, but with 
learning,” said Tammy Rumplik, 
who launched the science camp 
for kindergarteners through 
fourth graders three years ago. 
“The goal is to excite kids about 
science and engineering by do¬ 
ing fun, hands-on activities and 
by exploring nature in a relaxed 
setting.” 


The number of students at¬ 
tending the camp has grown 
each year. About a dozen stu¬ 
dents attended the first year, 
while 30 students attended the 
camp this year. Rumplik ran two 
sessions this year, one the week 
of July 6 and the other the week 
of July 10. Each session offered 
different activities for the 10 to 
15 students who attended one 
or both sessions.

Golf budget ends in surplus Town native shows

Council must decide 
whether $22K goes to 
repayment or reserve

For only the second time in 
two years, the Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course has a fiscal year sur¬ 
plus of funds. 

It will be up to the City Coun¬ 
cil to determine whether that 
money stays in the golf budget, 
becoming a reserve fund to cover 
future shortfalls or emergencies, 
or whether it will be taken imme¬ 
diately to pay down the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
loans that the town’s free cash 


and general funds have made to 
the golf course enterprise budget 
over the past two years. 

That aid has included $300,000 
for new golf carts in 2014, $70,000 
for a new lawnmower last month 
and $22,000 to cover an operat¬ 
ing budget shortfall last year. The 
bailouts prompted the City Coun¬ 
cil to establish a subcommittee to 
investigate the municipally owned 
course’s business practices. The 
council also passed amendments 
to its spending authorizations re¬ 
quiring that they be repaid out of 
any golf course profits. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said 
there may not be enough time to 
repay the entire amount.

The Agawam City Coun¬ 
cil has proclaimed Main 
Street a part of the Purple 
Heart Trail, a designation 
that adds to the honor of 
the George Washington Me¬ 
morial Highway. 

During the Revolutiona¬ 
ry period, George Washing¬ 
ton twice traveled through 
Main Street in Agawam en 
route to Boston. The first 
time was as a general in 
the Revolutionary War, and 
then a second time when 
he was the first president of 
the United States. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, 
who sponsored the request 
to make the designation, 
said it befits Main Street, 
especially because the road, 
which is also known as Rou¬ 
te 159, passes by so many 
other places that honor ve¬ 
terans. 

Along Main Street are 
the Veterans Green with 
the town’s war memorial. 
The memorial has names 
of Agawam residents that 
served in every conflict the 
United States has been in¬ 
volved in. The Agawam Fire 
Department’s main station 
has a memorial honoring 
those who lost their lives on 
Sept. 11,2001. 

The Agawam Senior Cen¬ 
ter, where many veterans 
gather, and the Massachu¬ 
setts Memorial Veterans 
Cemetery are also located 
on Main Street. 


The purpose of the Pur¬ 
ple Heart Trail is to create 
a symbolic and honorary 
system of roads, highways, 
bridges and other monu¬ 
ments that give tribute to 
the men and women who 
have been awarded the Pur¬ 
ple Heart medal. 

According to Brian Wil- 
lette, who represents the 
Military Order of the Purple 
Heart, the designation is 
honorary only, and does not 
require any changes to the 
name of the street. 

“This is simply a gesture 
by the community to honor 
those through the National 
Purple Heart Trail system 
who have made the su¬ 
preme sacrifice and those 
who have made the bodily 
sacrifice and received the 


Purple Heart,” said Willette. 

There will be signs placed 
along Main Street so resi¬ 
dents know it is part of the 
trail. Each sign costs about 
$100 and will be paid for by 
sponsorships from veteran 
and civic organizations, 
Willette says. There are also 
some individual donations 
made to honor Agawam re¬ 
sidents who have been kil¬ 
led or wounded in battle. 

Willette says sponsor¬ 
ships are still being sought 
for more signs on Main 
Street, and a similar process 
is underway in Holyoke. 

Cohen said he designated 
the town of Agawam a Purple 
Heart Community more than 
a year ago. That designation 
was needed in order to move 
forward with having Main 


Street declared as a part of 
the Purple Heart Trail. 

He is said the town is ho¬ 
nored to have Main Street 
be a part of the Purple Heart 
Trail. 

“So many people have 
paid the ultimate sacrifice 
for our freedom,” said Co¬ 
hen. “And with all the places 
that honor veterans along 
that road, it is very fitting 
that Main Street is now a 
part of the trail. Freedom is 
not free and the price of our 
freedom can be seen at the 
Veterans Cemetery.” 

With the Purple Heart 
Trail designation now ap¬ 
proved, signs will be going 
up on the road. As of press 
time, Cohen was not able to 
say how many signs would 
be going up.

The replacement includes com¬ 
mon areas and stairwells. Numer¬ 
ous doors need improvements and 
repairs. Several walls need painting 
and patching. Showers are in need 
of re-grouting. 

White also found evidence of in¬ 
sects infesting some rooms, includ¬ 
ing cockroaches. White requested 


the issue be addressed by a licensed 
pest control professional. 

White also found evidence of 
soiled furniture that must be re¬ 
moved and stale food on the walls 
in the common area. 

White confirmed he conducted 
a follow-up inspection, but says 
the inspection was informal and 
no report was filed. He would not 
share his findings of the follow-up, 
including whether or not issues 


brought up by his report had been 
remedied. 

“Right now, we are referring all 
inquiries to the Law Department,” 
White said. 

Town officials are not saying 
if more follow-up inspections are 
scheduled, or what sort of legal ac¬ 
tion may be taken regarding the 
motel.

Bruno, who fell down 
a steep quarry near the 
Southwick-Agawam border 
on July 2, is currently going 
through rehabilitation and 
treatment at the Spaulding 
Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Boston. 

Bruno is recovering 
from major injuries to his 
head and face. His facial in¬ 
juries required reconstruc¬ 
tive surgeries. He also broke 
his neck and suffered other 
major injuries. His spinal 
cord is intact, however, and 
he should be able to walk 
again. 

As of this week, the Aga¬ 
wam High School student 
is still in a wheelchair, but 
he is continuously making 


progress, though he is un¬ 
able to talk. 

Fundraising efforts are 
also underway for the Bru¬ 
no family, which will face a 
number of un-reimbursed 
expenses associated with 
the injuries. Friends and 
family held a meeting last 
Thursday at the Dante Club 
in West Springfield to dis¬ 
cuss ideas. 

At least one fundraiser 
has already been held for 
Bruno. Bruno’s friends on 
the Agawam American Le¬ 
gion Post 185 baseball team 
raised $1,000 selling more 
than 300 T-shirts with Bru¬ 
no’s name and number 7 on 
the back. 

Agawam players com¬ 
peted in a playoff game 
against Greenfield at Shea 
Field last Sunday, wear¬ 
ing the T-shirts in honor 
of their teammate, who 
played the outfield for them 
this summer. 

Coach Brian Regnier 
said the kids on the team 


wanted to do something 
to help the Bruno family, 
and more ideas are in the 
works. 


“We had our meeting 
at the Dante Club and we 
are now working on a wine 
tasting scheduled for Nov. 


14,” said Regnier. “We also 
are planning a pasta dinner. 
There are more details to 
come on these fundraisers.” 

Bruno’s mother, Nora 
Bruno, gave a detailed up¬ 
date on Tuesday about her 
son’s condition. She said 
her son has a long way to 
go, but has had no setbacks, 
and continues to make 
good progress every day. 

“He receives about four 
hours of therapy each day,” 
said Nora Bruno. “Antonio 
receives therapy for many 
different things because 
of the extent of his inju¬ 
ries. However, each day, he 
meets or exceeds the goals 
for the days. We’re very 
thankful for that.” 

Nora Bruno said Antonio 
still faces more surgeries. 
He has had three surgeries 
already and is next sched¬ 
uled for surgery sometime 
in August. She said he will 
remain at Spaulding at least 
until the next surgery. There 
is currently no timetable to 


when he will actually be 
able to go home. 

“There is a long way to 
go and right now they are 
just trying to get him to the 
next surgery,” she said. 

Antonio suffered a shat¬ 
tered face, she said, and he 
will eventually require ma¬ 
jor oral surgery. 

She repeatedly thanked 
those who rescued her son. 

“If they had not done ev¬ 
erything perfectly,” she said, 
“he would not be here to¬ 
day. It was such as a rough 
terrain and anything going 
wrong would have made 
his injuries worse. I’m so 
grateful to all the first re¬ 
sponders.” 

Nora Bruno also ex¬ 
pressed gratitude for all the 
cards she and her family 
members have received, as 
well funds raised so far. 

She is also encouraging 
residents to participate in 
local blood drives as much 
as possible. Antonio re¬ 
quired two transfusions.

your plants.” 

Giordano, an Agawam 
native who now runs a 
farm in Central Massachu¬ 
setts after working for 15 
years as a plant expert for 
Old Sturbridge Village, led 
about two dozen guests on 
an edible wild plant walk 
around the Agawam Public 
Library on July 21. 

In a walk around the pe¬ 
rimeter of the library park¬ 
ing lot, and into the woods 
behind the high school, 
Giordano pointed out sev¬ 
eral edible plants growing 
wild: sumac, which produc¬ 
es a powder that tastes like 
pink lemonade; milkweed, 
which can be harvested in 
the spring and eaten like 
asparagus; burdock, with a 
“phenomenal” tasting root; 
and several varieties of wild 
grapes and berries, none of 
which looked exactly like 


what you’d find in a super¬ 
market, but any of which 
might be just as tasty, par¬ 
ticularly with a little culti¬ 
vation. 

The sweet, plump fruits 
and vegetables in the 
market are nothing more 
than cultivated versions of 
plants that grow wild, Gior¬ 
dano said. 

He shared a few farmer’s 
tricks for better produce: 
cut the main stem to force 
the plant to spend its en¬ 
ergy on branches, then cut 
the branches down to one 
or two buds each, so that 
those two berries grow 
larger and sweeter. 

With fruits, berries and 
acorns, said Giordano, the 
key is finding not only the 
right plant species, but 
the right individual plant. 
Plants reproduce with both 
male and female “parents,” 
just like humans, so taste 
can vary wildly from one 
individual to the next. 


“Most apples are dis¬ 
gusting,” he said, “but you 
find one that’s really sweet, 
and graft it to another one.” 

Several of the attend¬ 
ees took notes and photo¬ 
graphs as Giordano led the 
hike. Veronica Bobskill of 
Feeding Hills, an incoming 
freshman at Agawam High 
School — and occasional 
raspberry picker at Robin¬ 
son State Park — said she’d 
learned a lot. 

Marilene Allen of Aga¬ 
wam said the program had 
inspired her to “investigate 
some more.” 

Learning which plants 
are safe, which are easy to 
prepare and which are tasty 
is a long process but — like 
anything in life — becomes 
easier as it becomes famil¬ 
iar, Giordano said. 

He attended Robinson 
Park School in the 1970s 
and went to middle school 
in Agawam, but moved to 
Central Massachusetts for

high school. In the 1980s, he 
followed the Grateful Dead, 
and living out of a tent, on 
the road with a rock band, 
is where he first began to 
experiment with foraged 
food, purely as a matter of 
cost savings as “a stone- 
broke hippie.” 

Now, he estimates that 
three-quarters of the food 
he eats comes from his own 
farm. All Hill Farm in West 
Brookfield. He recommends 
that would-be foragers read 
books on the subject, but 
also encourages them to do 
what he did — experiment, 
slowly. 

His method was to stick 
to plants that taste good 
— “most toxic plants taste 
bad,” though there are ex¬ 
ceptions, he said — and 
try one new plant a month, 
which gives the body plenty 
of time to show an adverse 
reaction. Twelve new plants 
a year adds up quickly, he 
said.

Casino trip open to the public 
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OUR VIEW 

Washington rode here 

S ometime this year, travelers on Route 159, includ¬ 
ing visitors to the towns Veterans Green and the 
state Veterans Cemetery, will see “Purple Heart 
Trail” signs with an image of the military decoration, 
complete with a profile portrait of George Washing¬ 
ton. 

But it won’t be the first image of Washington to 
grace the side of that road, nor will it be the first hon¬ 
orary designation for Agawam’s Main Street. There’s 
already a George Washington plaque on Main Street, 
in a traffic island at the corner of Federal Street, mark¬ 
ing Agawam’s portion of the George Washington Me¬ 
morial Highway, a route that traces the Revolutionary 
War general’s progress through Massachusetts to take 
command of American forces during the 1775 siege of 
Boston. 

The Washington Bicentennial Commission in¬ 
stalled plaques across Massachusetts in 1932. At some 
point in history, Agawam’s was stolen, but about a 
dozen years ago, the town replaced it with a replica 
patterned on the Washington plaque on Memorial Av¬ 
enue in West Springfield. 

Despite the relatively recent fanfare — the proj¬ 
ect was one of the town’s first historical restorations 
undertaken with Community Preservation Act funds 
— it’s safe to say that most drivers along Route 159 
aren’t aware of the plaque on a rock by the side of the 
road, or at least don’t know what it says, and don’t 
pay much thought to what it means for Agawam: that 
this area was the very first portion of Massachusetts 
to welcome Gen. George Washington when he ar¬ 
rived in 1775. Long before it became famous for roller 
coasters, the southern end of Agawam’s Main Street 
was Washington’s entry point to the colony where the 
Revolution began. 

Washington is deeply connected with the Purple 
Heart. His face is on the medal not simply because he 
was the nation’s first general and first president, but 
because it was Washington himself, as the nation’s first 
commander-in-chief, who established the Badge of 
Military Merit, a heart-shaped purple cloth, in 1782. 

Washington was also the prototype of the Ameri¬ 
can citizen soldier: Their brave commander and inspi¬ 
ration, yes, but also their example. Washington left his 
farm and his family to serve when his nation needed 
him, then returned to private citizenship when the war 
ended. He served again when the nation called him to 
be its first president, then set the precedent — by no 
means guaranteed, in the early days of the American 
republic — of voluntarily stepping down after eight 
years and peacefully ceding power to his elected suc¬ 
cessor. And the first chapter of his service began with 
a ride through Agawam. 

Just as in 1932, when the plaque was dedicated, 
Agawam is honoring Washington, along with all citi¬ 
zen-soldiers, by honoring the Purple Heart. As we put 
up signs with his portrait up and down Main Street, 
our nation’s first leader deserves to take center stage, 
and all Agawam residents should take a minute to re¬ 
member the first time he came to visit this town.

Flying for food 


T he circle of friends that 1 
played a lot of tennis with 
included a man named 
Bob. He was a local dentist and 
won most of the matches that he 
competed in. At the conclusion of 
one match, 1 sat down with him, 
cooling down. 

Bob remarked, “Did you know 
that 1 bought a share in a small 
airplane?” 

“No,” 1 said. “Do you have a pi¬ 
lot’s license?” 

“I’ve had one for quite a while. The Air 
Force trained me.” Bob went on: “My wife 
and 1 are going to fiy over to Long Island for 
brunch on Sunday. Would you and Kitty care 
to join us? The plane seats four comfortably.” 

I said that I would check with Kitty, but 
that it sounded like a lot fun. 

Over the years, Kitty and I have had a 
few experiences with light planes. While in 
Alaska, we fiew from the Eagle sanctuary 
to Haynes, Alaska, to catch up with a friend 
from home. On our trip down the Colorado 
River through the Grand Canyon we fiew on 
a light plane from Indian Country to Las Ve¬ 
gas (That is after being helicoptered out of 
the canyon to a small airfield). 

During the fioods of 1955 and 1957,1 had 
some experience delivering food to isolated 
farms and communities from the commis¬ 
sary part of the business that I was part of. 
This was done from a small plane from a lo¬ 
cal cleared field used as a runway. 

After conferring with Kitty, I called Bob 
back and said OK. He gave us directions to his 
plane at the Westfield Airport. He said, “Look 
for my Cessna in the third hangar down from 
the entrance. It has an orange stripe with tail 
numbers 795-31.” 

I would not recognize a Cessna from a 
Beechcraft or a Piper Cub. However, we got 
lucky, and there was Bob, tugging his plane 
out of the hangar as we arrived. 

Bob was quite thorough. Bleeding the 
brake lines, making certain that we had a full 
fuel tank. He looked at our landing gear and 
other crucial parts of the plane. Finally, he 
told us to get in and fasten our seat belts. 

“I’ll crank up the engine, let it warm up a 
bit and see if the tower will let us take off.” 

Several minutes later he called the tower 
with our make and tail number and asked 


for the OK to take off. The tower 
responded with an OK and gave us 
the compass directions for Long 
Island. 

A small plane is not a quiet 
place for a relatively short trip. The 
motor noise is loud and the towers 
are constantly letting you know 
your position or asking you about 
yours. Finally we left the area of 
control for Westfield and Mitchell 
Field picked us up with compass 
headings for their landing strip. 
We had to circle and take extra time before 
landing, because traffic that Sunday was 
pretty heavy. Finally the tower said to “take 
runway Four-East, clear to land.” Although 
we were only airborne for 45-50 minutes, it 
seemed a lot longer. Probably because the pi¬ 
lot, Bob, was busy all the time. 

After taxiing to the business side of the 
airport, we noted that our restaurant desti¬ 
nation was just a few yards away from where 
Bob tied down the plane. The restaurant 
was set up as though it were an army em¬ 
placement during World War I.We entered 
through a line of trenches covered in sand¬ 
bags finally entering the dining hall. I whis¬ 
pered to Kitty, “I hope the meal isn’t canned 
beans. That was what my Dad said he had 
to eat during the first World War in France” 
Kitty gave me the Shut Up sign. 

The menu was fine and the food quite 
good. We talked a lot about his experience 
with the plane. His share gave him one week¬ 
end a month and seven daytime uses during 
the month. He thought that was plenty. 

If he had to go on vacation with it he 
could bargain with his partners for more 
useful time. When we finished the meal, we 
went through the same routine of getting the 
plane ready for takeoff and checking with 
the tower for permission and compass head¬ 
ings. 

The return flight was uneventful and we 
were so happy to have had the experience. 
How many times in one’s life do you travel 
by plane to have Sunday brunch? Only on 
Cessna tail number 795-31 with the orange 
stripe.

“The [state] Department 
of Revenue only gives you 
two years to do something 
like that,” said Cohen. “The 
course may not have the 
funds to do that.” 

Fiscal 2015, which end¬ 
ed June 30, was the first 
full budget year with Golf 
Course General Manager 
Tony Roberto on board, 
though this calendar year 
represents his second golf 
season in town. He re¬ 
ported that the course did 
excellent business in April, 
May and June, well above 
last year’s totals in each. 


He was especially proud of 
a profitable June because it 
happened despite less than 
ideal conditions. 

“We did better in June 
than we did last year,” said 
Roberto. “Last year, though, 
we had one rainy day. This 
year, we had nine rainy 
days, including two total 
washouts.” 

Roberto said the overall 
budget goal was $552,000. Ac- 
cordingto his rough numbers, 
which must be confirmed 
later this month by the audi¬ 
tor, the course finished about 
$22,000 over that. 

Roberto added that 
despite less-than-stellar 
weather so far in July, he is 


on pace for doing 15 per¬ 
cent more business than 
in July 2014. Receipts and 
expenses for the remain¬ 
der of the summer will be 
refiected in the fiscal 2016 
budget. 

Fund transfers 

Despite the success¬ 
ful end to the year, the golf 
course management was 
again under some fire for 
fund transfers that prompt¬ 
ed a special meeting of the 
Agawam City Council on 
Tuesday, July 14. 

The meeting had to oc¬ 
cur before July 15 because 
transfers needed for prior 
year bills must be taken 


care before that date of the 
new fiscal year. 

One transfer that received 
more criticism was $7,259.18 
from the regular salary to 
temporary salaries. 

The funds were needed 
to pay seasonal employees 
that work maintaining the 
golf course. Those payrolls 
were paid and approved by 
the city auditor at the be¬ 
ginning of the month. 

Councilors Robert Rossi 
and Gina Letellier criticized 
the auditor for allowing the 
payroll to go through. 

“I want to know who is 
minding the store,” Rossi 
said. 

Council President Chris¬ 


topher Johnson said he had 
grave concerns about ap¬ 
proving the transfer because 
it is not legal to pay employ¬ 
ees from an account that 
has no money in it. But he 
also said the auditor, Cheryl 
St. John, was placed in a bad 
position: having risk paying 
from an account that had 
no funds or risk grievances 
being filed by the employees 
who were not being paid in 
a timely fashion. 

Roberto took respon¬ 
sibility for the issue, say¬ 
ing he was out of the office 
more frequently in the past 
month due to a family ill¬ 
ness. He said the transfers 
would have been on the 


council agenda before the 
end of fiscal 2015 if he had 
been on top of the issue. 

Council George Bitzas 
said he appreciated Rober¬ 
to admitting his mistake. 
Letellier suggested the 
transfers be approved to 
put the budget in balance 
by the July 15 date and that 
the council develop a new 
policy that would require 
the auditor to keep depart¬ 
ment heads better informed 
when they are running low 
on accounts so transfers 
can be applied for in a time¬ 
ly manner. Councilor Don 
Rheault refused to vote for 
the payroll transfer and was 
the lone dissenting vote.

pay Rumplik and an assistant. 

Camp may expand 

This is the second year Emily Allen has 
been a science camper. 

“I really loved it last year, so I signed up 
again this year,” said Emily, who wants to 
be a marine biologist working with marine 
animals. “Both years have been awesome 
— especially the fun experiments.” 

This may be Emily’s last summer, since 
she enters fifth grade this fall. Next sum¬ 
mer, Rumplik hopes to offer a science camp 
for middle school students. 

“There are so many kids like Emily who 
enjoy science and who would benefit from 
a summer science program at the middle 
school,” said Rumplik, who teaches science 
at Granger and Clark elementary schools. 

Nine-year-old Kaylee Randall attended 
the science camp for the first time this 
summer. She likes science “because you 
can do a lot of cool things with it.” 

Kaylee, who will be in fourth grade this 
September, added that she got to do many 
fun science activities she can’t do during 
the regular school year: “Every day we did 
something new.” 

Rumplik designed the summer program 
so students can explore different themes 
each day. This year’s themes included Beau¬ 
tiful Birds, Awesome Anatomy, Liquids, 
Mixtures, and Solutions, Nature, Properties 
Change, Animate It, Tippy Towers, Super Sci¬ 
ence and Math, Amazing Air, and Build It. 

“I do a lot of research to come up with 
the themes,” she added. 

Rumplik checks out Pinterest, finds 
ideas in science experiment books, and 
looks at science programs at museums. 

“I try to tap into students’ interests as 
well, such as the idea for an animation day 
this year and the popularity of superhero 
movies,” she said. 


Science experience 

With a variety of activities, the six-hour 
days flew by as students worked indepen¬ 
dently on projects in small groups, read 
science books, used iPads to practice engi¬ 
neering, or played science-related games, 
such as science charades. Students also 
explored science outside and up close by 
taking hikes in the woods and trails behind 
the school. 

“It’s different than my regular science 
program because I have these students 
all day. I have time to adjust if we want to 
explore something further or longer,” said 
Rumplik. “They get practical experience in 
using engineering skills by trying things 
out for themselves by working in groups of 
four.” 

The summer program also gives stu¬ 
dents more science content background 
that they can apply in their regular science 
classes. Collin La, who will attend fifth 
grade in the fall, said he was surprised to 
learn that birds are natural engineers when 
it comes to building their nests. 

During his week at the science camp, 
Collin, 10, studied bird nests and then used 
natural material — sticks, leaves, and mud 
— to build a bird’s nest. Students even add¬ 
ed eggs they made from clay. 

To help students learn about birds, 
Rumplik created a game called “JepBirdy,” 
based on the popular TV game show with 
a similar name. 

Rumplik said she has students who at¬ 
tended every day of camp during the past 
three summers, so she makes sure to “find 
new and exciting things for them to do so 
they won’t get bored. They keep me doing 
my best.” 

She added that the fact the number of 
students attending the science camp has 
more than doubled shows kids are learning 
and having fun at the same time: “I can’t 
think of anything better than that. Running 
the camp is like a dream come true.”
